In introducing his subject, ‘‘Culture 
and Cha ra cter,” Rev. Hunter gave a 
very bea utiful and impressive talk.

He handled his subject under two 
distinct heads namely —what are some 
of the founda tion principals for build­ 
ing a strong character, and wha t are 
some of the way s by which a noble 
character may bo attained? 
In answer 
to the first question he named truth, a 
rea liza tion of the fact that character 
follow s strictly the law of cause and 
effect, a rea liza tion that- our destiny 
also follow s this great law of nature, 
and the highest of all aims, the ambi 
tion to 
of service to ohers. 
He 
sug g ested as way s by which we m ig ht 
a tta in a noble character, pen e eram e, 
courage, self-control and fa ith in God 
and hum a nity .

Rev. Hunter 
as a very 
able orator. 
His language, although 
bea utifm il, was 
so sim ple tha t a ll 
could understand and appreciate it, 
and y et he spoke so earnestly and 
forcibly that his large a udience was 
enraptured by the impressiveness of 
his address.

The idea is to provide fa cilities 
so tha t the coal supply w ill a lwa y s 
he w ithin reach of the fireman w ithout 
requiring him to lea ve the locom otive 
cab. 
The turret is mounted on a cir 
cular rack and provided w ith gearing 
and a hand wheel to render the 'rota ­ 
tion of the turret easy and convenient. 
The second feature of the devise 
is that it enables the fireman to gnage 
accurately his coal consumption da r­ 
ing any stretch of road. 
When a bin 
is em ptied the fireman rotates 
the 
turret until he next door comes w ith ­ 
in easy reach.

—Peace in the 
far East was the subject of another 
conference at the W hite House be­ 
tween the president and Mr. Takahira, 
the J apanese minister, last nigbt. 
It 
was the third conference of the day 
which the president had had on this 
subject, Mr. J usserand. the French 
ambassador, and Mr. Oheime. the Brit­ 
ish charge d’affaires, having been ear­ 
lier at the White House. 
With the as­ 
sista nce of Mr. Takahira. the presi­ 
dent is acquainting him self as fully 
as possible with the views of the J ap­ 
anese and on the whole subject of 
peace. 
It is realized by the W ashing­ 
ton government that the mikado has 
a formidable war party in J apan to 
cope with, and this is one of the rea­ 
sons why it is difficult for Toklo to 
give Washington definite information 
about what her terms would be in 
the light of Admiral Togo’s latest vic­ 
tory . 
Regarding the general situation it 
can he announced that Europe regards 
the president as the most available 
medium for the preliminary communi­ 
cations between St. Petersburg and 
Toklo, and Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador, and 
Mr. Takahira are 
both convinced of the president's sin­ 
cerity and friendliness to both bellig­ 
erents in his com erences regarding 
the ending of the war. 
Whatever may 
be the result of the important confer­ 
ence the president had with Count 
Cassini, the exchanges between Wash- 
nigton and the European capitals are 
gradually bringing about a thorough 
understanding among the neutral pow­ 
ers which will enable them to present 
a united front when peace negotia­ 
tions do begin. 
European advices re­ 
ceived here indicate that the neutral 
powers are Inclined to share the pres­ 
ident’s aversion to an international 
conference, and mat they are inclined 
to the belief that all interests can 
best be served by direct negotiations 
between the belligerents. 
The president, it is Iwdleved. will 
endeavor to keep J apan’s peace terms 
within reasonable 
bounds, 
and 
the 
close relations of Emperor William to 
the czar, it is suggested, will enable 
the German sovereign to advise the 
czar with a frankness that even Wash­ 
ington could*not assume. 


E. A. Ford, the general traffic man ; 
ager of the Pennsy lva nia [road,

The b lank forms the com m ission is 
sending out to the railroad com panies 
dem anding a list of those who hav e 
free transportation prov ides for a de 
tailed statem ent, of the reasons for 
issuing the pasf. the duty of the em 
ploye. tf it is issued to an em ploye;

the pass, and w hether or not it Is a 
gratuity. 
T here is also an interroga 
tory for nam es of persons for whom 
passes were requested b y pub lic offi 
rials.

adjourned 
last

It was the understanding at the of­ 
fice of Sheriff Barrett that President 
Shea, who was aware of the indict­ 
ment returned against him, would ap 
pear at his office during the day and 
give bond. 
He failed to do so, and 
Deputy Sheriffs Robert W ilson and 
Martin Honan were sent after him. 
After a short search Shea was found 
in the rear of a saloon mi W ashington 
and Franklin streets. 
He was at once 
placed under arrest and his temper 
commenced 
to 
riae 
immediately. 
Hardly had they peached the sheriff’s 
office when Sheriff Barrett, accompan­ 
ied by Chief Deputy Peters and A ssist­ 
ant Sheriff Geary, arrived. 
"K ello, Shea.” »aid the sheriff, 
*T am the president of the national 
organization of the teamsters.'* »aid 
Shea with auger in hi* tones, “ why 
are you not on the square? 
W e never 


treated a fellow like this in Boston. 
“ W hat do you mean by not ‘being 
on the square’ ?” asked the sheriff. 
“ I mean that you have had these 
capiases since Saturday, and that they 
have not been served upon ua until 
now,” said Shea. 
"I was assured by your attorney,” 
«af*1 Sheriff Barrett “ that you and the 
rest of the indieted leaders would be 
brought 
into this office 
today 
and 
given up. 
That is why you were not 
served. 
You did not coma, and we 
went after you.” 
President Shea lost his temper com­ 
pletely at this point, and denounced 
the sheriff and all his works in em­ 
phatic language. 
He was told by the 
sheriff that he would la» given all nec­ 
essary time to procure bondsmen, but 
that he would be taken to jail at once 
unless he moderated his manner of 
talking. 
“ I would not mind going to jail,” 
said Mr. Shea, “ if it was not for I^evy 
Mayer. 
He has directed your action 
in this m atter.” 
” f want you to understand that not 
another word must come from you re­ 
garding I^evy 
M ayer.” 
retorted 
the 
sheriff 
” 1 am sheriff and I am con­ 
ducting this office.” 
President Rhea finally succeeded in 
reaching his attorneys by telephone, 
and one of them. Daniel Crulce. came 
quickly to the sheriff’s office. 
He and 
President Rhea commenced to argue 
with the sheriff about the unreason of 
taking Mr. Shea into custody at such 
a late hour, and the consequent diffi­ 
culty they would have in procuring 
a bondsman. 
The sheriff declared 
that he had done nothing but his duty, 
and that the trouble was of thefr own 
making because they had not appeared 
during the day. 
Shea again broke 
into violent language, and the sheriff 
again warned him that he would be 
given but little time to prepare bonds 
if he did not cease his abusive lan­ 
guage 
” 1 don’t know that even If yon did 
say that I should go to jail, whether 
that would settle it.” replied Shea. 
“ I ll show you whether It would set­ 
tle it.” said tne sheriff 
Turning to 
Deputies Honan and Wilson, he com­ 
manded them to take Shea to jail im­ 
mediately. 
Shea saw that he had gone too far. 
and attempted to say something to the 
sheriff, 
but 
the deputies 
took 
him 
quickly into the hall and from there 
to the street, where they halted a cab 
and took him to the jail. 
President 
McGee followed in another cab, and 
in a few minutes the men were inside 
the jail. 
Roth were searched, accord­ 
ing to the usual custom, by Jailer 
Whitman, and were then taken to cells 
and locked up. 
After being a prisoner for a little 
more than two hours, both Shea and 
McGee were released, their attorneys 
having procured bonds, which were 
approved by Judge Tuthill.
